Translations  are  omitted  in  Greek  titles. 

The  tirst  word  of  the  title  of  Greek  articles,  and 
of  Greek  journals,  etc.,  when  they  appear  in  their 
proper  ali)habetical  place  in  the  Catalogne,  will 
be  trans]itei'ate<l,  and  when  reference  is  made 
from  the  editor  to  the  Greek  journal,  etc.,  the  first 
word  of  the  title  of  the  latter  in  the  reference  will 
also  be  transliterated.
